Ap'olications  for  further  services  are  constantly  boing.  receivod  and  it 
is  not  unlikel3r  that  the  ti^no  is  not  far  distant  v/hen  onl3r  a  very  s  •^all 
jiiinority  of  the  houses  in  the  District  v/ill  be  vdthout  a  ni'^o  mter 
suppl3r,At  CallingtOn^  i  vliore  the  waterworks  v;ore  recentl3/'  acquired  b3^ 
'the  Council,  renewal  of  the  wains  in  Fore  Street,  Church  Street  and 
Tavistock  Poad  has  boon  effected  with  the  result  that  complaints  from 
water  consuuoiers  in  Liskoard  Road  havo  disappoarod.  Somo  of  tho  other 
raains  in  the  toi/m.  are  in  3ieGd  of  renev/al  and  no  doubt  these  vdll  be 
done  when  circumstances  permit. 


.negotiations  are  in  progress  for  the  sale  of  the  ’’'overal  Su-'ply 
to  the  Liskeard  R.D.C.  in  v/hose  area  the  source  and  the  greater  part 
of  tho  mains  are  situatod.  59  additional  services  from-'the  raains  have 
been  laid  on  to  oonsmaors  '  ■"romisos  during  tho  37-oar.  .  / 


Sewerage .  ihi  entension  of  tho  sowor  to  Play  Place,  Gal  stock  has  boen 
j-iiaSe  Vbo'  which  tho  ownors  contributod  a  part  of  tho  cost.  This  has  had 
the  effect  of  removing  a  vory  ob j octionablG  nuisance  which  has  existed 
for  a  considerable  time.  A  pipe  sewer  has 'been  constructed  at 
Callingtoii  between  '^ore  Street  and  the  lane  leading  to  '"ell  Street  to 
replace  the  old  walled  sewer  which  passed  under  dwellinghouses  in  Pore 
Street.  Several  Lioro'  such  sewers  are  in  existence  at  Callington  and  in 
due  course  they  v/ill  require  similar  "  treatment ,  At  Pillaton  a  new  main 
sev^er  is  badly  needed  to  provide  drainage  facilities  for  several  houses 
which  at  present  have  no  suitable  alternative  means  for  disposing  of 
sev‘/age  ma-bter.  It  is  expected  that  a  scheme  will  be  initiated  during 
the  coming  year. 


Refuse  Collection.  Th°  Council »srof use  collecting  service  continues 
to  function  througlTo’ut  the  district  and  no  material  alteration  has  beer 
adopted  during  the  37-ear. 

Section  D. 

Housing.  Several  houses  have  been  repaired  without  fODrnal  action  by  thf 
Counoil7  but  such  action  has  been  found  to  be  neGessar37-  in  respect  of 
some  houses  to  bo  dealt  with  under  Sections  9,11  and  IS  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936.  Action  has  boon  taken  under  Section  11  in  respect  of  four 
houses  in  Pear  Tree  Row,  Callington  .  and  it  is  oxpectod  that  these  will 
in  due  corirse  be  demolished. 


Section  E. 

Milk .  Routine  inspections  of  Dairios  and  Go-’sheds  havo  boon  mad©  and 
quite  a  few  improve.ments  effected  without  resort  to  formal  proceedings. 

Kea t  and  Otho r  Poo d .  Tho  inspection  of  moat  and  other  food  in  shops  and 
depots  in  "the”  Hi*strict  is  carried  ov.t  a-id  during  tho  year  fairl3''  large 
quantities  of  tinned  f»ods  and  laoat  havo  boon  volua-tarily  surrondored 
as  being  unfit  for  hirman  oonsump-tion  and  disposed  of  after  oonsultation 
v;lth  tho  M‘iiiistr37-  of  Pood  Salvage  Dopar'tmont. 

Section  F.  Prevalence  of  Jc  Gont r ol  ovor  Infectious  DisoasQ . 

There  3¥Gre  367  cases  of  ir0a*slos,  "^"e  "bpidomic 'occurring^'in  the  spring 
and  fairly  evenly  throughout  tho  district]  tho  t37po  was  mild. 

There  \A/ere  eLeven  cases  of  Diphthoria,  of  which  7  v/oro  in  persons  ovor 
15]  of  tho  four  under  15  onl7/  ono  had  boon  iimaunisod. 

The  figure  of  11  coraparos  favourably  vdth  29  in  1942  and  24  in  1941. 
There  wore  soventeon  casos  of  Scarlot  Fovor,  about  half  thoso  occurring 
at  La.ndrako . 

There  vjore  20  casos  of  mhooping  Cough  ,  7  of  Prysipolas,  49  of 
Pnevimonia,  ono  Dysontry  and  ono  Ophthalmia  Feonatorum.  Four  casos  of 
Puerperal  Pyrexia  wore  roported. 


sight  oasGS  of  Diphtheria  and  throo  of  Scarlot  Povor  woro  treated  in 
Hospital. 

Thoro  v7orc  three  deaths  from  Dipthoria  and  ono  from  Measles. 

I  -munisation  of  ohildron  against  :oiphthoria  has  oontinuodj ospooially 
of  children  under  schooj  ago  and  at  tho  end  of  the  year  approKimatoly 
6Cffo  of  children  \mder  5  and  72^o  of  children  hotv/cen  5  and  14  inclusivo 
had  boon  ivumunlsod. 

It  is  difficult  to  got  an  exact  estimate, as  tho  number  of  children  is 
not  oas^f  to  assess  with  any  oxactitudo  and  of  course  a  number  of 
evacuees  who  were  immunised  hero  have  returned  home.

iJi^teon  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  reported  during  tho  year 
and  five  other  forms.  Tlioro  wore  throe  deaths  of  Respiratory 
Tu.borculosis  and  two  of  other  forms,  which  had  not  boon  roportod,  and  in 
all  there  woro  seven  deaths  of  tho  Respiratory  typo  and  throo  of  other 
forms.

No  dvidonco  is  available  that  thoro  is  any  incroaso  of  this  complaint 
in  tho  district,  but  of  course,  the  County  Council  -arrange  for  treatment.-
